While 
not set forth as a wholly novel propo- 
sition, the plan was so concisely stated 
and so powerfully defended that it has 
impressed itself upon the cogscious- 
ness of the Nation. Measures to give 
it effect have been introduced into 
both houses of Congress and from the 
pulpit,. press, and .public men have 
come innumerable expressions of ap- 
proval. . 
The Monitor does not offer this sug- 
gestion as in any sense a substitute 
for international agreements, a League 
of Nations, a Permanent Court of 
International Justice, or anything of 
that character. It is offered merely

‘CHURCH ERECTED 
IN 1796 TO BE SOLD 


NEWBURYPORT, Mass., May 26 
(Special)—The old Harris Street church 
edifice, built in 1796 and used for many 
years by the Second Presbyterian So- 
ciety, has been placed on the market by 
the parish committee of the church, and 
will be said to the highest bidder on 
June 11. The structure has not been 
used as a church for many years. 

A secession movement from the Old 
South Church initiated because of some 
of 
Rev. Daniel Dana, was responsible for 
the church coming into being. The 
cornerstone was laid May 16, 1796, and 
the first preacher was the Rev. John 
Bodily of Bristol, England. A few years 
later the Rev. Daniel Dana, whose 
preaching had caused the rebellion, was 
established as leader of the church 
after an absence of six years from the 
city.

For the Pepper plan is the most’obvious of sub- 
terfuges. If it was conceived in a spirit of honesty, one 
can but wonder at the ingenuous simplicity of its author. 
Declaring to Americans that it is virtually thé same plan 
as that now participated in by forty-seven nations, with 
only a few changes in names and titles, the Senator never- 
theless presents a proposition which would make it neces- 
sary for all these forty-seven nations to go before their 
various forms of parliament with complicated proposals 
for effecting these changes in noménclature. It would 
ask forty-seven nations to revise a plen under which they 
are operating successfully and harmoniously, in order that 
Senator Lodge and his group of repudiated irreconcilables 
may not suffer the ignominy of seeing the United States 
enter upon a world court which has even a nominal con: 
nection with the League of Nations. 
_ But more than this, he would ask all the British 
dominions to give up their equal participation with other 
nations in the organization of the court. A large section 
of American opinion has strongly approved the freedom 
which has been won by Ireland, for example, from Brit- 
ish sovereignty. This freedom entitles Ireland to par- 
ticipate in the organization of the Permanent Coprt oi 
International Justice equally with other members of the 
League, and to enjoy its advantages upon terms similar 
to those enjoyed by other independent nations.» The 
Pepper plan w@ld force Ireland, at the behest of the 
United States of America, to surrender this great step 
toward independence. Canada, the Union of South 
Africa, and the other nations of ‘the British Common- 
wealth would be asked to give up this badge of independ- 
ence, simply to gratify the personal pride of the American 
irreconcilables. It required-supreme audacity for Senator 
Pepper, knowing this, to say to the United States Senate 
that“‘no difficulty in securing the assent of other nations 
need be anticipated.” : es 
* It is impossible to study carefully the proposed Pepper 
legislation without being convinced that it was put for- 
ward purely as a political expedient to keep the world 
court issue out of the pending campaign. It is not sur- 
prising that some of his Republican associates should be 
animated by such a purpose. Senator Johnson, one of 
the chief opponents of the court, has been emphatically 
repudiated in the Nation, and even in his own State. 
Senator McCormick has been defeated in Illinois. Sena- 
tor Moses in New Hampshire and Senator Reed, a Demo- 
crat, in Missouri, have been vigorously rebuked by their 
own party organizations. It is only the part of pbdlitical 
prudence fof the Republicans to recognize the fact that 
public sentiment within their oWn party is strongly favor- 
able to the participation of the United States in the 
Permanent Court of International Justice in the form in 
which Presidents Harding and Coolidge and Secretary 
Hughes have urged it. But it should be equally the part 
of wisdom and political sagacity for those Republican 
senators who represent, as they do, the majority feeling 
in the party to overrule this transparent subterfuge of the 
irreconcilables and set their party organization in line 
with what is virtually the universal and nonpartisan senti- 
ment of the American electorate. 
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A compPLarnT heard recurringly in the financial cen- 
ters of the United States which warrants investigation as 
one of the probable “thorns in 
the side’ of America’s industrial 
body at the present time is that 
retail prices, aS measured by 
wholesale prices, are too high 
and that wages, as a whole, have 
not yet undergone the fires of 
deflation.

Lower prices 
will undoubtedly lead to lower wages, or at least to a re- 
duction in the working te with probably increased 
efficiency on the part of a smaller staff. which would 
amount to the same thing. ie 
There is much to be said ori both sides of the problem 
of retail prices. It is Latte true, of course, that they have 
not dropped radically, as havé wholesale prices, because 
of what appears to be sustained retail demand. It is the 
claim of many. retailers that goods now being sold _ to 
the public were purchased~three or four months ago at 
the year’s peak bf wholesale prices and that the general 
decline has not reached into retail fields, but that it will 
-be evident later in the year on goods currently purchased. 
This probably is true. Nevertheless, it is certainly the 
cause of considerable discontent and political agitation 
that the everyday necessities of life should not move 
as quickly down the line as do wholesale prices and wages.

From Cairo to Manila by way of Jerusalem and 
Angora, Teheran and Delhi, news is-coming out of the 
iad old East to warn the new West 
how, wide and.deep and com- 
plicated a problem is offered for 
today’s solving by those yester- 
day lands.

“Can the Orientals learn the art 
of, self-government?” though a

ists have set up in the Anatolian wastes, while, in political 
theory at least, the experiment’ is of something like a 
dozen years’ standing in ancient China. “New Zion,” 
India, and the Philippines are three other stages upon 
whichgthis story is being told! jn varying degree. 

' The Self-Determination” proposal first.advanced by 
Mr. Winston Churchill and later made peculiarly his own 
by President Wilson, has played no small part in this. 
The twentieth century spirit of democracy has percolated 
through countrysides where otherwise the progressivism 
of our times had made but the least impression.. The folk 
to whom Occidental education is as yet a new thing/have 
been awakened by that very training to demand not 
merely more, but all—not autonomy only but independ- 
ence unqualified. | 

It is a riddle supremely difficult to answer, this that is 
propounded by the East, whether “Far” or “Near.’’ Nor 
is the difficulty comprehended in this, that these peoples

are so ignorant of the fundamentals and usages of self-- 


government that “inexperienced” is far too faint and pale 
a word for proper use.- Two basic facts must be rec- 
ognized. First: the Orient never has realized the idea of 
majority rule. Secondly: no Eastern ‘“‘party” ever has 
thought of control in terms of service to country.. On 
the other hand, that older hemisphere seés the “‘Outs” 
becoming “Ins” not by the roads of political argument and 
constitutional contest, whereby majority shall be reduced 
to minority, and a quondam minority, in its turn, become 
amajority. Its sole plan of reducing a majority is the 
frankly primitive one of “removing” it—by “direct ac- 
tion’! Nor does‘t need a pessimist to see uneasy situa- 
tions developing trom this, especially when racial hostility 
is added to political, as in the cases of .\rab and Jew. 
Tagalog and Moro, Moslem and Hindu. 

As to the second point. -A government, as the Fast 
envisages it, rules only to enrich its members and generally 
strengthen its selfish power; that it should serve anything 
save its own interests is a contradiction of irremovably 
hostile ideas. No honest student of affairs in lands where 
popular democracy has been the exercised rule for genera- 
tions can deny that just so self-seeking a motive (and not 
once or twice only) has been found at work in the Oc- 
cident; but, in the end, it always has been ousted by the 
peoples’ basically sound sense of what self-goverament 
really means. It is just this bed-rock correct thinking on 
the part of the many which does not exist in 'the East. 

Can it be taught there? It must be. Those demands 
igr enlarged powers are both admirable and promising, 
rightly seen. They are natural demands, moreover; the 
inevitable results of such education as thus far has been 
given. The drawback is, in these great national cases as 
it continuingly is in literally unnumbered individual in- 
stances of youthful learners in Western schools, that the 
desire for mofe power comes so considerably in advance 
of the training and experience which can adequately pre- 
pare the petasOners to make a properly.safe use of the 
gift they demand. More education is needed. More ex- 
perience. More practice. And then more—and yet more. 
Will the patience of the taught and the tact of the teachers 
outlast this inescapable need? In the reply to that query 


- lies also the answer to this whole complicated riddle.

It is interesting 
to note-the fact that in neither case has there been applied 
any new or unique method. - The theory which has been 
adopted and made to work is as old as Christianity, and, 
perhaps, as old as humanity itself. It is the Golden Rule. 
And as one reads how it operates in those cases where it 
is actually applied the wonder is that so few are aware of 
the possibilities: when it is adopted in the practical, every- 
day affairs of life. oe 
The two instances cited are not isolated. Men and 
women everywhere are awakening to the realization that 
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capital is not the only thing necessary to success in busi- 
ness.” One man applies it in a steel foundry in the middle 
west.and proves that as he shares His profits with those, 
who help himearn them he makes larger profits and sus- 
tains fewer losses. Another, ina 
conceives the idea that responsibility for the concern’s 
management and operation rests equally with those whose 
wealth is invested in it and those who, either as construc- 
tive agents or as mere time servers, must catry on-the 
work or organization and the details of the business. Still 
dnother, in a small tailoring establishment, while en- 
gaged in. a business which has made some rich and others 
poor, grasps the fundamental fact that the Golden Rule, 
even when. applied to the commonest industry, will lift it 
out of sordidness, out of the commonplace, and glorify 
and ennoble it. a 

By actual proof it has been shown+that the rule works. 
There is no doubt about it. The three witnesses named can 
be questioned by those who have apy misgivings. Their 
testimony is conclusive and satisfying. The only trouble 
has’ been the fear, the selfishness, the ignorance, which 
have prevented its more general application:. And as it 
operates in industry, in business, and ig other ways which 
have been tried, it works, or will work, in all the larger 
affairs with which humans are concerned. It has been 
preached and taught throughout the ages, but the world 
has rebused to listen. It is gratifying that occasionally 
there comes a clear-note proclaiming the new-old truth; 
and with this the convincing testimony that the command, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,” is not merely 
the proclamation of some idealistic theory, pleasant to 
contemplate, but difficult to apply.

ture with Shakespeare or Milton, Shelley or Keats. And 


$0, If his art education has got no further than the comics, 


bewilderment awaits him in the gallery of primitives, 
Greek vases or early woodcuts. Even the enthusiast 


. fresh from the Louvre or the Prado has been known to 


find only ugliness in the first Japanese print he sees. 

The artist instinctively understands though he may 
never have strayed érom his primeval cave or the wilder- 
ness of the pioneer. But the average man needs some 
sort of training to recognize beauty at a glance, and his 
first visit to a museum leads him nowhere waless the way 
is made clear before him. Much depends upon arrange- 
ment and catalogues, or when he has mastered the A. B. 
C.’s of such books as the volume Sir Charles Holmes has 
just written about the National Gallery. The untrained 
can lose himself in a museum as promptly as in the maze 
at Hampton Court. 

But too mych study is, perhaps, worse than no study 
at all. 
names and titles at his fingers’ ends, knows nothing really 
of literature if he has never once forgotten facts for jov 
in perfect poetry or prose. Nor can the student of art 
define the wood until he has been carriéd away, out of him- 
self, by the beauty of the painter's or the sculptor’s or the 
engraver’s masterpiece. 

The man who has read ohce the soliloquy of Hamlet 
or of the melancholy Jacques is hardly qualified to ap- 
preciate Shakespeare. Neither doés the man who has 
looked once at the Philip or the little Infanta of Velasquez 
really feel the heauty with which that master’s canvases 
areMilled. As we own the books of fine verse or prose 
that we may read and re-read them, so we should go to 
the museum again and again to renew our pleasure’ iu 
the beauty it enshrines. The modern exhibition, run on 
modern fundamentals of hustling, allows no time to linger 
with beauty, The musejim does, and no study there will 


_ avail if this lingering is not encouraged.

A Tower of Peace—and Music 
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THe old town clocks of Holland and Belgium, centuries 
back, were the forerunner of the National Peace Carillon 
Tower to be erected in Washington as a memorial to the 


‘sacrifices and ideals of the American people during the World 


War. 

The origin and development of the carillon is a rich, lumi- 
nous chapter in musical history. In the distant centuries, when 
the preface to its legend was being written, watches and clocks 
were rare in the Low Countries. “Townsfolk and the peasants 
of far-reaching miles of country, were dependent for know!l- 
edge of the time of day and night upon the town clock. It 
became the custom to give warning of the imminent striking 
of the hour on the great bell by a premonitory play of three 
or four small bells—it was cailed “‘voorstag’—also connected 
with the tower clock. ~~ , 
’ Friendly rivalry between towns grew up. The measure 
of each town’s pride was taken in the number of bells in the 
tower of its civic center. Bells were increased in number, the 
musical scale of tones and half tones was extended. Finally. 
through the addition of bells a chromatic octave was achieved. 
making it possible to play little melodies at the hour, the halt 
hour, the quarter hour. Early in the history of carillons plavy- 
ing was automatic, by means of a cylinder which was connected 
with the clock tower. There came a day when a keyboard was 
devised for the purpose. Its power was enhanced by the addi- 
tion of pedals controlling the bass bells. The office of carillon- 
eur was created. The carilloneur was given official civic stand- 
ing because of his importance to the community. Thus grad- 
ually the carillon a its art were so developed that, one day, 
the Belgian Journal of the Royal Society of Arts came to say 


-of it, “the carillon with the clavier is the finest musical instru-” - 


ment in existence for educating the people in and cultivating 
their love for folk songs and in teaching them the melodies 


of their fatherland.”’ 
> > > 
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Aside from its musical flavor the history of the carillon 
has been, as well, a history of the social and political progress 
of its countries. Sometimes it has hung in the tower of theancient 
city gate. Sometimes in the market building tower or in the tower — 
of the library. ‘Again it has been in the belfrv of the City Hall or 
in the tesselated spire of the abbey. When a Flemish city 
bought a cafillon’it was formally welcomed by the burgomaster 
and people, and the bells were consecrated with elaborate cere- 
mony. Carillons in those days were esteemed arf essential part 
of the useful equipment as well as of the artistic adornment 
of a progressive Netherlandish municipality. Their care, their 
proper playing, their enlargement were constantly under dis- 
cussion. Sometimes the referendum was emploved fo decide 
questions relating to’them. When the great cylinder of ‘the 
new carillon of Bruges was to be installed in 1746 the people . 
themselves drew-it through the streets of the city, and the 
second. of February, when it was first used. was declared a 
general holiday. 

Wherever carillons have been in Europe they have sounded 
the triumphs of their people, the rise and fall of civic fortunes. 
They have played unfailingly the “voorstag.” ‘They, have 
lugubriously sounded “le mauvais quatre d’heure”’ for heretics 
and rebels. They have epitomized ¢onstantly the civic solidar- 
ity of the community. They have stood quaint memorials to 
the freedom-loving wool staplers of the thirteenth century. 
Thackeray wrote of the exquisite bells of the-Low Countries 
in his “Roundabout Papers.”. Longfellow paid delicate tribute 
to the bells of Bruges on a trip there in 1842. John Drink- 
water has writtefi of the bells of Southampton. A 
trembling carilloneur has played “Die Viaanishe Leeuw” as 
soldiers gathered below his tower in the Grande Place, sabers 
drawn—oxidized blots in an ominous dawn. . St. Rom- 
bold’s Tower in Mechlin, perhaps the most elaborate and 
beautiful of the carillons ofthe world, was struck seven times 
during the bombardment of August and September in the first- 
year of the war. The keyboard was smashed. The bells sur- 
vived, unforgettable in their majesty.

The office of carilloneur has an importance nearly as rich 
as the bells themselves. He may not be just anyone, picked 
haphazard betause he knows one note A another. He must 
be able sensitively to experience all the emotions of an old 
civilization with an honorable history in order that its traditions 


_ may be expressed and added to through the medium of his 


music. , 

America has few carillons. ‘There is one in Gloucester, 
the ¥etle fishing village huddled on the coast of Massachusetts. 
Jn summer, each evening, when fog lies like platinum lace 
over the wharves or when the sun rides away like a flaming 
phafitom brig with sails of lilac and saffron. and crimson silk 


‘hehind the dusky purple hills, the first notes of the customary 


evening concert mark a strange hush that falls over the village. 
The pageantry-of sunset is merged; with the slow pageantry of 
Bach, and Ceasar Franck and Brahms and Saint-Saéns. And 
the folk in the village who worked so proudly to purchase the 
Their Rembrandt 
babies stop their noisy games and listen, too. 
“Then, too, Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass., has a 
carillon, while a church in New York City also has one, the 
gift of John D. Rockefeller Jr. Of chimes the United States 
has plenty, beautiful and exquisite examples of the bell-maker's 
art. But in the possession and experience of carillons America 
is still young. With the plans for the great Washington caril- 
lon there has been a rumor of the establishment of a school 
for carilloneurs. It will reasonably be some time before the 
country yields much demand for graduates of such a school 
Yet if the United States is to have, as European countries had. 
the beginning of a history of its own carillon, it will do well 
to borrow from the countries which have thought it not too 
much to develop the art under civic patronage and to secure 
the most highly skilled musicians available to play instruments 
so inextricably interwoven with their history, and to foster 
their residence where they might continue to be steeped in the 
traditions and ideals of the countries they served. J. M.
